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Historical  Sketch  of  the  Borough  of  Pottstoin. 


POTTSTOWN  is  located  in  Montgomery 
county,  Pa.,  on  the  north  side  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill river,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Manatawny 
creek,  20  miles  from  the  county-seat  at  Norris- 
town, and  36  miles  from  Philadelphia.  It  stands 
partly  on  a tract  of  land  deeded  in  1701  by  Wil- 
liam Penn  to  John  Penn  his  son;  in  1735  the  lat- 
ter sold  the  traet  to  George  McCall,  for  $9,333. 
The  eastern  portion  of  the  town  is  located  on  a 
tract  belonging  to  two  brothers,  John  Henry  and 
Ludwig  Christian  Sprogell,  whose  purchase  con- 
sisted of  22,377  acres.  Previous  to  1750  there 
were  very  few  settlers  in  the  valley  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill near  what  is  now  Pottstown,  only  a few  iron- 
workers, together  with  hunters,  fishermen  and 
woodchoppers.  In  1714-16  Thomas  Rutter  moved 
to  this  region  and  established  the  first  iron-works 
in  Pennsylvania,  a forge  on  the  Manatawny  creek, 
about  three  miles  from  Pottstown.  In  1720 
Thomas  Potts,  a friend  of  Thomas  Rutter,  moved 
here  from  Philadelphia,  and  became  interested  in 
iron  manufacturing,  with  Rutter,  Anthony  Morris, 
George  McCall  and  others.  This  Thomas  Potts 
lived  at  Colebrookdale,  near  what  is  now  Morys- 
ville,  Berks  county. 

THE  TOWN  LAID  OUT. 

On  September  8th,  1752,  John  Potts,  son  of 
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Thomas  Potts,  purchased  of  Samuel  McCall,  son 
of  George  McCall,  990  acres  of  land,  and  laid  out 
thereon  a town  which  he  named  after  himself, 
Pottsgrove.  The  following  year  (1753)  John 
Potts  built  a fine  mansion  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Maijatawny  creek,  which  is  still  standing,  in  good 
preservation,  owned  by  Henry  H.  and  Jacob  H. 
Gabel,  and  known  as  Mill  Park  Hall.  The  old 
flour  mill,  now  dismantled  and  a ruin,  was  proba- 
bly built  when  Potts  purchased  his  tract. 

At  the  time  Pottstown  was  laid  out  it  was 
partly  in  New  Hanover  and  partly  in  Douglass 
township,  Philadelphia  county,  the  line  between 
the  two  running  through  the  place  from  about 
Beech  and  Charlotte  streets  to  what  is  now  the 
Pottstown  mill,  owned  by  Henry  H.  and  Jacob  H, 
Gabel.  The  original  town  of  Pottsgrove,  as  laid 
out  by  John  Potts,  extended  only  to  Charlotte 
street,  bat  when  it  was  incorporated  the  limits 
were  made  larger,  extending  to  the  old  borough 
line  on  Adams  street.  The  town  lots  were  sold, 
by  the  founder  at  ground  rents  to  those  who  built 
in  two  years,  giving  the  privilege  of  purchase 
within  20  years. 

EARLY  SETTLERS. 

At  the  death  of  John  Potts,  in  1768,  the  chief 
residents  of  the  place  were  the  Potts,  Rutter,  De- 
wees, Hockley,  Gilbert,  Paul,  Thompson,  Warley, 
and  other  families.  The  first  public  house  in  the 
place  stood  between  King  and  Chestnut  streets, 
west  of  Hanover,  and  back  of  the  premises  now 
occupied  by  Joel  Seipel.  The  next  hotel  was  near 
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Manatawny  bridge,  the  third  at  the  corner  of 
York  and  High  streets,  and  was  kept  by  Thomas 
Dewees  as  early  as  1767. 

The  first  house  of  worship  ill  Potts  town  was 
built  by  the  Society  of  Friends,  on  land  given  by 
or  purchased  from  John  Potts.  It  occupied  the 
location  of  the  present  meeting-house  of  that  re- 
ligious society,  on  King  street.  A log  church  was 
built  on  the  south-east  corner  of  Walnut  and 
Hanover  streets,  occupying  the  site  of  the  present 
Emmanuel  Lutheran  Church.  The  Old  Brick 
Church,  (now  Zion’s  Reformed,)  was  built  in  1796, 
and  is  the  oldest  church  edifice  in  town.  All  the 
other  meeting-houses  are  of  more  recent  date  of 
construction. 

STREET  NOMENCLATURE. 

The  principal  streets  of  Pottstown,  in  the  old 
borough,  running  parallel  with  the  Schuylkill 
River,  are  Water,  South.,  Queen,  High,  King, 
Chestnut,  Walnut  and  Beech  ; at  right  angles 
with  these  are  Manatawny,  York,  Hanover,  Penn, 
Charlotte,  Evans,  Franklin,  Washington,  Warren 
and  Adams  streets.  The  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing Railroad  is  located  on  Queen  street,  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Schuylkill  Valley  Railroad  on 
Water  street.  John  Potts  showed  his  loyalty  to 
his  king  and  queen  in  laying  out  the  town  by 
naming  his  chief  highways  Hanover,  York,  King, 
Queen  and  Charlotte  ; next  his  fancy  seemed  to  be 
taken  by  the  names  of  different  trees.  The  more 
recently  named  streets  are  called  after  popular 
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American  statesmen,  such  as  Washington, Adams, 
Franklin,  Jefferson,  Lincoln  and  others. 

THE  REVOLUTIONARY  PERIOD. 

In  the  revolutionary  war,  Pottstown  and  vi- 
cinity furnished  five  companies  of  about  60  men 
each  for  the  patriot  service,  mostly  men  enlisted 
from  the  iron-works  and  farms  of  the  valley.  Col. 
Thomas  Potts,  who  then  owned  and  resided  at 
the  Potts  mansion,  was  instrumental  in  recruiting 
these  companies.  The  sons  of  the  founder  of  the 
town,  Thomas,  Samuel,  Dr.  Jonathan  and  other 
brothers,  were  staunch  patriots,  but  John  Potts, 
Jr.,  one  brother,  who  held  a commission  as  Judge, 
espoused  the  royal  cause.  He  owned  several 
properties  in  and  near  Pottstown,  which  were  con- 
fiscated by  order  of  the  Supreme  Executive  Coun- 
cil of  Pennsylvania  and  under  the  laws  of  Con- 
gress. The  house  at  the  south-east  corner  of 
High  and  Hanover  streets  was  confiscated  and 
bought  bv  Gen.  Arthur  St.  Clair,  a patriot  officer, 
for  £6yoo.  The  General  moved  there,  and  in  1785 
was  elected  to  Congress;  in  1787  was  chosen 
President  of  that  body,  and  was  then  actually 
President  of  the  United  States,  before  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Federal  Constitution. 

In  1 777  Gen.  Washington’s  army  was  en- 
camped for  one  week  at  Pottstown,  from  Septem- 
ber 19th  to  the  26th.  The  commander-in-chief 
had  his  headquarters  at  the  Potts  mansion.  In  a 
letter  from  Pottstown,  dated  September  23d,  1777, 
Washington  says  that  more  than  one  thousand  of 
his  men  were  barefooted,  and  that  owing  to  the 
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want  of  water,  for  an  unusual  drought  was  then 
prevailing,  he  was  unable  to  make  forced  marches. 
Amongst  the  members  of  Washington’s  staff  and 
officers  who  were  here  in  1777,  were  Generals 
Greene,  Knox,  Lafayette  and  Steuben. 

RAPID  TRANSIT. 

In  1800  stage  lines  were  established  in  the 
Schuylkill  Valley  between  Philadelphia  and  Read- 
ing, at  first  requiring  nearly  two  days  to  reach 
Reading,  stopping  at  Pottstown  the  first  evening 
and  completing  the  trip  to  Reading  the  next.  It 
was  not  long,  however,  before  the  trip  was  made 
in  one  day.  Provisions,  flour,  grain,  store  goods 
and  other  articles,  were  transported  between 
Philadelphia,  Pottstown  and  Reading,  originally 
on  river  boats  or  flats,  called  “Reading  boats,”  the 
going  and  returning  trips  occupying  about  one 
week.  When  the  canal  was  constructed  the  car- 
rying trade  of  the  valley  came  and  went  over  that 
water  course,  until  the  era  of  railroads. 

INCORPORATED  A BOROUGH. 


The  first  post-office  in  Montgomery  county  was 
established  at  Pottsgrove,  in  October,  1793,  with 
Jacob  Barr  as  postmaster.  The  name  of  Potts- 
c-rove  P O.  was  continued  until  January  28th, 
1829,  when  it  was  changed  to  Pottstown.  On 
September  10,  1784,  the  county  of  Montgomery 
was  formed,  and  Pottstown  within  its  borders. 
The  county  takes  its  name,  most  likely,  from 
Montgomeryshire  in  Wales,  though  some  suppose 
U walso  called  in  honor  of  Gen.  Richard  Mont- 
gomery. In  1807  the  township  of  Pottsgrove  was 
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formed,  out  of  Douglass  and  New  HanoVeP.  The 
borough  of  Pottstown  was  incorporated  by  act  of 
the  Legislature  approved  February  6,  1815.  Its 
original  area  was  268  acres,  but  since  its  enlarge- 
ment,  i 1 1888,  it  contains  over  four  times  that  ex- 
tent of  territory.  The  first  borough  election  was 
held  in  April,  1815,  when  Robert  McClintock  was 
elected  Burgess,  and  John  Hdester,  Jacob  Lesher, 
Jesse  Ives,  William  Lesher,  Henry  Boyer,  Wil- 
liam Mintzer  and  Thomas  P.  May,  Town  Council- 
men. 

POPULATION. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  follow  closely  the  his- 
tory of  Pottstown  in  a brief  sketch  such  as  this  is 
intended  to  be.  It  may  be  stated  that  in  1830  the 
census  gave  the  borough  676  inhabitants  ; the 
census. of  1840  fixed  the  number  at  721  ; that  of 
1850  at  1664;  in  i860  it  contained  2380;  in  1870 
it  had  4125,  and  in  1880  the  population  was  5305. 
Since  the  last  census  the  increase  has  been  very 
rapid,  and  the  number  of  inhabitants,  since  the 
extension  of  the  borough  limits,  is  13,000  to  14,- 
000.  The  number  of  taxables  in  1888  was  over 
3,150,  and  the  vote  of  the  borough,  in  November, 
1888,  was  2802.  The  borough  was  divided  into 
two  wards,  the  East  and  West  Ward,  in  1842  ; 
in  1871  the  East  Ward  was  divided  into  Middle 
and  East  Ward  ; in  1882  the  Middle  Adard  was 
divided  into  the  Second  and  Third  Ward.  In 
1888  the  borough  was  extended  by  annexing  a 
large  portion  of  the  adjoining  territory  of  Potts- 
grove,  which  adjoining  territory  was  divided  into 
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five  new  wrards,  called  the  Sixth,  Seventh,  Eighth 
and  Ninth  Ward.  In  January,  1889,  the  East 
Ward  was  divided  into  two  wards,  called  the 
Fourth  and  Fifth  Ward.  The  borough  has 
therefore  nine  wards,  the  West,  2d,  3d,  4th, 
5th,  6th,  7th,  8th  and  9th  wards. 

NEWSPAPORIAL. 

The  first  newspaper  in  Pottstown  was  issued 
by  John  Royer,  a weekly  journal,  the  Pottstown 
Times , the  initial  number  bearing  date  of  July  1st, 
1819.  The  first  daily  paper  in  the  place  was  is- 
sued by  L.  H.  Davis  and  W.  J.  Binder,  October 
1 st,  1873.  The  paper  still  exists  and  prospers,  W. 
J.  Binder  being  sole  proprietor  and  publisher. 
The  Pottstown  Daily  News  is  also  a flourishing 
daily  paper. 

THE  MARTIAL  SPIRIT. 

In  1812,  when  war  was  declared  against  Great 
Britain,  a number  of  patriotic  citizens  of  Potts- 
town and  Pottsgrove  entered  the  army.  A com- 
pany, called  the  Pottsgrove  Light  Infantry,  took 
the  field,  of  which  Captain  Peter  Hanley  was 
commander.  In  the  war  with  Mexico,  which  com- 
menced in  1846,  the  borough  furnished  a num- 
ber of  gallant  soldiers  for  duty  who  did  brave 
service  on  the  battle-field.  Among  these  was  the 
late  lamented  hero  of  two  wars,  Col.  A.  H.  Tip- 
pin.  In  the  “War  for  the  Union,”  which  com- 
menced in  1861,  Pottstown  and  vicinity  furnished 
not  less  than  500  men,  and  companies  formed  in 
the  place  entered  the  53^  Regiment,  one  of  the 
famous  fighting  regiments  of  the  war  ; also  68th 
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Pa.  Regiment,  another  organization  with  a splen- 
did record,  and  men  from  the  town  were  mustered 
^ into  eight  or  ten  other  infantry,  cavalry  and  ar- 
tillery regiments.  On  every  battle-field  of  the 
“Great  Rebellion”  brave  soldiers  from  Pottstown 
laid  down  their  lives  for  their  country. 

The  last  soldier  of  the  revolutionary  war  from 
Pottstown,  Jacob  Drinkhouse,  died  in  October, 
1857,  in  his  97th  year.  He  was  present  at  the  ex- 
ecution of  Major  Andre.  The  last  soldier  of  the 
war  of  1812,  George  Missimer,  died  in  Pottstown 
in  January,  1887,  in  his  94th  year.  There  is  but 
one  soldier  of  the  Mexican  war  living  in  Potts- 
town, John  H.  Jones,  who  participated  in  many 
of  the  battles  with  General  Scott’s  army.  There 
are  still  a large  number  of  the  heroes  of  the  war 
for  the  Union  in  the  town,  though  many  sleep 
their  last  sleep  in  the  soldiers’  burial  lot  in  Potts- 
town Cemetery  and  in  other  neighboring  places 
of  interment. 

CHARTERED  CORPORATIONS. 

Among  the  improvements  and  manufactories 
which  have  added  wealth  and  importance  to 
Pottstown  are  the  following The  Perkiomen 
and  Reading  Turnpike,  chartered  Feb.  13,  1810, 
and  completed  in  1815  ; the  Schuylkill  Naviga- 
tion canal,  commenced  in  1815,  the  first  toll  taken 
in  1818  and  completed  in  1824;  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  chartered  April 
4th,  1833,  and  the  line  opened  to  Reading  Dec. 
9th,  1839  ; the  Pottstown  Gas  Company,  chartered 
March  7th,  1856  ; the  Pottstown  Market  Company, 
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incorporated  April  n,  1866;  the  Bank  of  Potts- 
town,  chartered  May  15th,  1857,  and  changed  to 
the  National  Bank  of  Pottstown  November  22d, 
1864;  the  Pottstown  Gas  and  Water  Company, 
chartered  April  2d,  1869;  the  Pennsylvania 

Schuylkill  Valley  Railroad,  commenced  in  1882, 
built  in  1883,  ’84  and  ’85,  opened  to  passenger 
travel  to  Pottstown  September  22d,  1884;  the  Na- 
tional Iron  Bank  of  Pottstown,  chartered  April 
29th,  1886  ; the  Security  Company,  chartered  May 
7th,  1887  ; the  Pottstown  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
Company,  chartered  January  21st,  1888. 

The  Pottsgrove  Iron  Works,  now  the  Potts 
Bros.’  Iron  Works,  were  built  in  1846,  by  Henry 
Potts  and  Hon.  David  Potts,  Jr.  The  Pottstown 
Iron  Company  was  organized  in  1 866 ; the  first 
rolling  mill,  now  owned  by  the  Company, was  built 
in  1863,  its  erection  having  been  commenced  by 
William  Mintzer  and  John  E.  Wootten,  the  latter 
subsequently  selling  out  to  Edward  Bailey  and 
Joseph  Potts,  Jr.  The  works  have  been  greatly 
enlarged,  now  including  rolling  mills,  nail  works, 
furnace,  steel  works,  &c.  The  Warwick  Iron 
Company,  of  this  place,  commenced  building  their 
large  furnace  in  1875  and  completed  it  in  1876. 
Since  then  the  Glasgow  Iron  Company’s  rolling 
mills  and  steel  works,  the  mills  and  nail  works  of 
the  Ellis  & Lessig  Steel  and  Iron  Company,  the 
Philadelphia  Bridge  Works  of  Cofrode  & Saylor, 
the  Ellis  Keystone  Agricultural  Works,  the  Me- 
chanics’ Boiler  Works  of  Softer  Bros.,  the  foundry 
of  E.  Guest  & Co.,  the  foundry  and  machine  shop 
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of  Janney  & Wickersham,  and  a number  of  other 
iron  and  industrial  establishments  have  gone  into 
successful  operation. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

Pottstown  has  three  prosperous  and  popular 
Fire  Companies — the  Good  Will  Steam  Fire  En- 
gine Company,  No.  i,  chartered  May  29,  1871  ; 
the  Philadelphia  Steam  Fire  Engine  Co.  No.  1, 
chartered  August  21st,  1871,  and  the  Empire 
Flook  and  Ladder  Company.  The  two  first  named 
companies  have  splendid  steamers,  and  all  three 
have  fine  engine  houses  and  are  thoroughly 
equipped  with  the  best  apparatus  and  machinery, 
The  fire  department  is  in  every  respect  a most 
efficient  one. 

SCHOOLS  AND  CHURCHES. 

The  first  school  house  was  built  in  Pottstown 
in  1794.  The  public  school  law  was  accepted  in 
the  borough  in  1838  ; in  1876  the  town  had  17 
schools,  in  1888  it  had  25  schools,  and  in  1889, 
after  borough  extension,  42  public  schools.  The 
Hill  School  at  Pottstown,  a private  educational 
institution  of  high  reputation  and  extended 
patronage,  was  established  by  Rev.  Dr.  M.  Meigs, 
in  1852.  It  is  now  under  the  able  and  successful 
charge  of  Prof.  John  Meigs,  son  of  the  founder. 

There  are  fifteen  meeting-houses  or  churches  in 
Pottstown — 3 Reformed,  2 Lutheran,  2 Methodist 
Episcopal,  and  one  each  of  the  Friends, Protestant 
Episcopal,  Catholic,  Presbyterian,  Baptist,  Ev- 
angelical Association,  African  Methodist  Episco- 
pal and  United  Brethren.  The  Jewish  or  Hebrew 
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people  also  hold  services  at  stated  times,  but  have 
no  house  of  worship.  The  Episcopal,  Zion  s Re- 
formed and  Presbyterian  Churches  have  each 
chapel  buildings  adjoining  their  churches.  The 
Trinity  Reformed  Chuf  :h  has  a Sunday  School 
Chapel  at  Buchananville,  and  there  is  a chapel 
(Bethany)  in  the  eastern  part  of  town  where  Sun- 
day School  and  religious  services  are  held.  The 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Asssociation  and  W omen’s 
Christian  Temperance  Union  are  doing  an  active 
work  in  the  place, 

SOCIETIES. 

The  Mutual  Eire  Insurance  Company  of  Potts- 
town  is  a well  managed  and  safe  association. 
The  Schuylkill  Bridge  Company  owns  the  fine 
bridge  which  spans  the  Schuylkill  River  at  Han- 
over street.  The  Montgomery,  Berks  and  Chester 
Agricultural  and  Horticultural  Society  is  a popular 
institution  of  the  place  and  boasts  a trotting  park 
'a nd  mile  track  scarcely  excelled  in  the  country. 
Co.  A,  of  the  National  Guard  of  Pa.,  is  a superior 
military  organization.  The  borough  has  two 
Pioneer  Corps  and  three  Brass  Bands-.  The 
Democratic  and  Republican  parties  have  each 
fine  club  rooms.  The  Pottstown  Market  Com- 
pany owns  the  large  and  handsome  Opera  House 
on  King  street, 

Pottstown  has  the  following  Secret  and  Bene- 
ficial Orders  and  Societies: — Lodge  of  Masons, 
two  Lodges  and  Encampment  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Council  of  United  American  Mechanics,  two 
Camps  of  Patriotic  Order  of  Sons  of  America, 
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Knights  of  Pythias,  Knights  of  the  Mystic  Chain, 
Improved  Order  of  Red  Men,  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  and  Women’s  Auxiliary  Relief  Corps, 
Irish  Catholic  Benevolent  Union,  Union  Veteran 
Legion,  Sons  of  Veterans,  Daughters  of  America, 
Knights  of  the  Golden  Eagle,  American  Legion 
of  Honor,  Royal  Arcanum,  Improved  Order  of 
Heptasophs,  two  Assemblies  of  the  Knights  of 
Labor,  Continental  Guards,  and  other  similar 
societies. 

POPULATION. 

Pottstown  has  now  a population  of  13,000  to 
14,000.  Excepting  Reading  and  Norristown  it  cast 
in  1888  a larger  vote  (2,802)  than  any  town  in  the 
Schuylkill  Valley,  47  larger  than  Pottsville.  The 
population  of  the  borough  in  1880,  and  the  terri- 
tory since  annexed,  was  about  7500.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  census  of  1890  will  give  Pottstown 
fully  15,000  inhabitants,  or  double  the  population 
of  1880 — a remarkable  increase  in  ten  years — 
which  it  is  doubtful  whether  any  other  town  of 
near  the  same  size  in  the  State  can  show  in  the 
same  period. 

1 he  largest  edifice  in  Pottstown  is  the  splendid 
brick  structure,  south-west  corner  of  High  and 
Hanover  streets,  known  as  the  Security  Building. 
It  is  five  stories  high,  cost  in  round  figures,  in- 
cluding the  ground,  $100,000,  and  has  in  its  rooms 
the  Security  Company,  the  National  Iron  Bank, 
the  Post  Office,  P.  & R.  telegraph  office,  several 
fine  stores,  real  estate  and  business  offices,  halls, 
club  and  other  rooms. 
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SITE  UNEXCELLED. 

Pottstown  occupies  a beautiful  site  in  the 
Schuylkill  Valley.  It  is  a desirable  place  of  resi- 
dence, because  of  its  healthfulness,  the  picturesque 
country  and  scenery  which  surrounds  it,  its  excel- 
lent railroad  facilities,  its  good  schools,  its 
churches  of  all  denominations,  the  peace  and 
good  order  of  its  citizens,  and  because  its  many 
manufacturing  operations  afford  such  good  oppor- 
tunities for  the  remunerative  employment  of 
mechanics,  laborers  and  all  others  who  follow  the 
various  vocations  of  busy  life.  As  a location  for 
industrial  works  of  any  kind  its  advantages  are 
very  superior  in  every  respect.  An  eminent  gem 
tleman,  formerly  at  the  head  of  the  Philadelphia 
and  Reading  Railroad  management,  said  a few 
years  ago  that  he  considered  Pottstown  the  best 
place  for  the  location  of  manufacturing  works 
along  the  main  line  or  branches  of  that  great 
railroad  system. 

DATES  OF  IMPORTANT  EVENTS. 

The  following  are  the  dates  of  the  occurrence 
of  a number  of  important  events  in  the  history  of 
Pottstown  : 

The  laying  out  of  the  town  by  John  Potts  in 
1752,  and  giving  it  the  name  of  Pottsgrove. 

The  visit  of  Gen.  Washington  and  his  army  to 
Pottsgrove  on  the  19th  of  September,  1777.  The 
army  was  encamped  here  one  week. 

The  great  “Pumpkin  Freshet”  in  the  Schuyl- 
kill River  and  other  streams,  on  the  13th  of  Octo- 


hef,  178 6.  At  this  flood  the  river  rose  18  feet 
above  ordinary  watermark. 

The  establishment  of  the  first  post-office  ill 
Montgomery  county  at  this  place  between  Octo- 
ber 1st  and  2 1 St,  1793. 

The  Washington  funeral  procession  in  Potts- 
town  on  the  13th  of  January,  1800,  when  five 
military  companies,  headed  by  General  Francis 
Nichols,  of  the  Revolutionary  army,  took  part; 
The  funeral  sermon  was  delivered  in  the  Episco- 
pal Church  by  Rev.  John  Armstrong. 

The  erection  of  Pottstown  into  a borough  by 
act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  February  6, 1815, 

The  issue  of  the  first  newspaper  in  Pottstown 
July  1st,  1819.  It  was  a weekly  paper,  and  John 
Royer  Was  its  editor  and  proprietor,- 

The  semi-centennial  celebration  of  American 
Independence  in  Pottstown  on  the  4th  of  July,. 
1826.  Dr.  George  VanBuskir'k  was  President  of 
the  meeting;  Dr.  David  Rutter  delivered  an  ora- 
tion, and  Hon,  John  Thompson  read  the  Declara- 
tion of  Independence, 

The  establishment  of  the  first  public  schools 
schools  in  Pottstown  in  1838. 

The  opening  of  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading' 
Railroad  through  Pottstown  on  the  9th  of  De- 
cember, 1839. 

The  building  of  the  first  rolling  mill  in  Potts- 
town, by  Henry  Potts  & Co.  It  went  into  opera- 
tion in  December,  1846. 

The  “Bridge  Freshet”  in  the  Schuylkill,  on 
Monday,  September  2d,  1850,  the  greatest  flood 
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ever  known  before  or  since.  The  river  rose  21 
feet  at  Pottstown,  swept  away  bridges  along  its 
entire  course  and  did  immense  damage. 

The  lighting  of  Pottstown  with  gas,  by  the 
Pottstown  Gas  Company,  September  15th,  1856. 

The  establishment  of  the  Bank  of  Pottstown 
in  the  borough  in  1857.  The  act  became  a law  on 
the  15th  of  May,  1857,  and  the  bank  went  into  op- 
eration September  14th,  1857,  with  Henry  Potts 
as  President;  William  Mintzer,  Cashier,  and 
Daniel  Price,  Teller. 

The  introduction  of  water  in  Pottstown  by 
the  Pottstown  Gas  and  Water  Company,  in  1870. 

The  issue  of  the  first  daily  paper  in  Pottstown, 
the  Daily  Pottstown  Ledger , on  the  1st  of  October, 
1873,  by  Davis  & Binder. 

The  centennial  celebration  of  American  Inde- 
pendence in  Pottstown  July  4,  1876.  M.  S.  Long- 
aker,  Chief  Burgess,  was  President  of  the  meet- 
ing; Gen.  William  M.  Mintzer,  Chief  Marshal; 
Hon.  John  Thompson  read  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  (he  read  it  also  at  the  semi-centen- 
nial in  1826).  L.  H.  Davis  wrote  the  historical 
sketch,  and  addresses  were  delivered  by  Rev.  D. 
K.  Kepner,  Rev.  Edmund  Leaf,  Rev.  L.  K.  Evans^ 
Rev.  B.  McGann,  Rev.  Noble  Frame,  Rev.  H.  F. 
Lee  and  Rev.  N.  C.  Naylor. 

The  great  tariff  parade  and  procession,  on  the 
2d  of  March,  1878,  when  some  15,000  to  20,000 
strangers  were  in  Pottstown,  and  a procession  of 
8,000  to  10,000  workingmen  paraded  the  streets. 

The  Greatest  storm  ever  known  in  Pottstown 
<2> 
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or  in  the  Schuylkill  Valley,  on  the  23d  of  OctO' 
ber,  1878. 

The  coldest  day  ever  known  in  Pottstown  or 
Eastern  Pennsylvania,  on  the  1st  of  January, 
1881.  The  mercury  fell  to  19  degrees  below  zero! 

The  first  and  only  earthquake  shock  ever  felt 
in  Pottstown— on  Sunday,  August  10th,  1884,  at 
2.05  p.m.  The  earth  tremor  continued  four  or 
five  seconds,  causing  buildings  to  rock  quite  per- 
ceptibly  all  over  the  town,  and  creating  consider- 
able alarm  and  excitement. 

The  opening  of  the  Pennsylvania  Schuylkill 
Valley  Railroad  to  passenger  travel  from  Phila- 
delphia to  Pottstown  on  the  22d  of  September, 

1 884. 

The  extension  of  the  limits  of  the  borough  of 
Pottstown  on  the  8th  of  March,  1888,  after  a con- 
test in  Montgomery  county  Court  and  Supreme 

, Court  of  Pennsylvania,  continuing  over  three 
years. 

The  great  snow  blizzard  of  March  12th,  1888, 
when  traffic  was  blocked  on  the  Philadelphia  and 
Reading  and  Pennsylvania  Railroads  main  lines 
and  branches,  nearly  three  days. 

Lighting  the  town  by  electric  lights,  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1889,  by  the  Pottstown  Light,  Heat  and 
Power  Company. 
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
